and must necessarily, in a short time, remove 
our tent from this world, and live—live ever- 
lastingly in another, happy or wretched, as 
we have performed our duty in this—had 
these lessons of useful import been early and 
steadily imprinted on her mind, most probabiv 
the miserable parent had not wept in such an- 
guish over his more miserabie daughter; most 
probably her hands might have closed with 
filial piety and tenderiress his aged eyes. 

But—ah me ! how constantly do we behold 
these important lessons negiected! Parents, 
like those of Miseixa, cheat their little ones, 
even from infancy, into false opmions of them- 
selves!

MR. FISK vo DR. PORTER. 
Jerusalem, April 23, 1823. 

My first letter from the holy city shall be to 
my revered instructors and beloved brethren 
at Andover. Ihave now spent four days in 
the city where David lived and reigned, and 
where David’s Lord and King redeemed the 
world. The house I inhabit stands on Mount 
Caivary; my little room has but one small 
window, and this opens towards Mount Olivet. 
I have walked around Zion; I have walked 
over Calvary; I have passed through the val- 
ley of Hinnom; drunk of the waters of Siloam ; 
crossed the brook Cedron ; and have been in 
the Garden of Gethsemane. The next day af- 
ter my arrival, I made my first visit to the tomb 
of my Lord. ‘I did not stop to enquire wheth- 
er the place pointed out as his sepulchre is re- 
ally such or not. If in this there is any delu- 
sion, I was willing to be deceived for the mo- 
ment. The church was full of people, but 
though surrounded by them, I could not sup- 
press my feelings. I looked at the deme which 
covered the tomb, and thought of the death 
and resurrection of my Lord, and burst, 
tears. I entered and kneeled by the’marble 
which is supposed to cover the spot where the 
body lay. My tears flowed freely, and my soul 
seemed moved in a way I cannot describe. 1 
dedicated myself anew to my Lord, and then 
offered up my prayers for my father, brothers, 
sisters, and particular friends. I implored a 
blessing on Andover, and on all missionaries 
and ministers, and on all the world. Itseem- 
ed then as if Jesus Christ the Son of God, had 
really suffered,and risen from the dead. The 
period of time that has elapsed since his death 
diminished, as it were,toa moment. The 
whol seetned preseutand real. O, what suf- 
ferings ! O, what love! Dear brethren, it was 
for us he bled and died. Shall we not then 
live tohim? He died to save us from sin,— 
Shall we not then avoid sin in all its forms ? 
He died for us. Can we then be unwilling to 
make efforts, and undergo privations to save 
others? Ifyou think I have made any sac- 
rifices or undergone any hardships, I assure 
you | forget them all when in the church of the 
Holy Sepulchre. Butalas! how little do I see 
around me of the efficacy ofthat blood which 
was Shed on the cross!

When I was at Gethsemane, there 
were so many armed Turks about, that I did 
not think it prudent to stop, but only walked
